On April 30, 1966, a rally sponsored by NKKKK 
was held in a pasture owned by JAMES R. VENABIE, Imperial 
Wizard of NKKKK, at Stone Mountain, Georgia. Approximately 
75 people attended the rally and cross burning. Twelve 
were dressed in Klan robes. The public speaking began 
at approximately 8:20 p.m. It was opened with a prayer 
by a person identified as the Imperial Kludd. The first 
speaker was VENABIE who stated that the white politician 
has sold the white people in America down the river 
for the Negro vote. ' VENABIE stated that if the present 
civil rights bill now pending in Congress is passed, 
people would not be able to travel from one city to another 
without first registering and furnishing inf ormatibn 
as to where they were going and what their business was. 
VENABIE stated that bill, if made law, would also take 
away the rights of the people to carry firearms. VENABIE 
called for the Klan to go underground and stated Klansmen 
should enlighten the white people as to what was going on. 
VENABIE stated the Federal School Guideline is another 
attempt by the Federal Government to take away rights 
from the people. VENABIE urged all white people who 
believe in the constitutional form of government to join 
the Klan and urged' all of them to register and vote. 

Following VENABIE' s speech, a man dressed in a 
black robe, whose identity is unknown and who stated he 
was from South Carolina, made a short speech. That person

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stated that President JOHNSON had said he was going to 
fihish the Klan but he wanted the President to know 
that the Klan was riding before he came into power ahd 
would be riding long after he was gone and forgotten.

Investigation and the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

JAMES R„ VENABLE played a tape of a talk made by a 
Negro in Chicago, Illinois, at a meeting at which Venable also 
spoke, about four weeks ago. Th: Negro said he had been in the 
hands of the Klan three times and they had protected him from 
his own people. He said the NAACP (National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People) and the demonstrations and marches 
sponsored by the Civil Rights organisations are Communist-inspired, 

The Saturday night meeting ended about 10:30 P.M., and 
the meeting was reconvened about 8:45 A.M. , Sunday, June 19, 1966,

nothing positive was decided as yet. This source added that 
if Klan participation and lack of cooperation continues as it 
did during this rally, the organization can be expected to fall 
apart and be completely ineffective in the future. 

On July 6^ 1966, Byron Kennard, Sheriff , Warren County 
Sheriff's office, Lebanon, Ohio, advised he increased his deputy 
force to handle law enforcement and observation of captioned 
rally to insure that no one in the vicinity would be physically 
harmed and to eliminate any contemplated violence before it had 
a chance to get started.

On July 1 6, 1966* Norman Stuart, Sheriff, Medina 
^County* Sheriff's Office, Medina, Ohio, advised that the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) h eld., thei r 
/rally a s scheduled that 'day on the property of f I 

I in Medina County r (NKKKK appendix page attached.) 

He said that a. few people arrived at the site at 
about 11:00 a.w., and that when the rally ended that night 
at about 11:45 p.m. approximately 100 people had been there. 
However > he indicated that he did not believe that all in 
attendance were Klansmen, and that there were many spectators 
te&e out of curiosity. He said that at about 11:20 p.m. , 
the Klansmen burned three crosses prior to dismissing. 

On July IT , 1966, Sheriff Stuart advised that the 
rally had continued that day, however he estimated that 
only about 25 or 30 persons attended. He said the rally 
ended that night at about 9:00 p.m. and that no crosses 
were burned. 

Sheriff Stuart advised that he had previously 
received rumors that Klansmen at the rally might wear masks 
in an attempt to test the Ohio State Law banning the wearing 
Of masks, however, he said that at no time did he receive 
any reports of Klansmen wearing masks. He said that at about 
the same time the crosses were lighted on July 1 6, 1966, 
there was a loud npise originating from the rally site. 

He said that in his opinion ttyis noise ms that of a firecracker, 
and that the e^me noise was also heard again at the same 
site at about 12:30 p.m. on July 17, i960. 

At about 8:00 p.m. on July 17, 1966, Sheriff Stuart

advised his office received reports that some Klansmen xere 
driving pp apd down the roads adjacent to the rally site, and 
that upon investigation they determined that there were two 
cars and one pickup truck with a total of about eight 
Klansmen in them. He said that in the back of the pickup 
truck was a female wearing a Klansmen 1 s robe, and also a 
dummy in a Klansmen' s robe. He §afd that the ‘dummy also 
was wearing a robe, apd that from a distance, the dummy 
appeared to be a person. 

Sheriff Stuart further advised that there were 
pp anti-Klan demonstrators at the rally, and that there 
were no arrests or acts of violence.

OF SUBJECT ORGANIZATION 

A State Executive Board was set up as a sort of 
court of appeals to handle grievances lodged against Klansmen 
and to settle disputes which are not settled on the Klavem level 
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or in the event a Klansman is not satisfied with a Klavern 
ruling he may bring the matter to the State Executive Board. 

In the event a Klansman is not satisfied with the decision 
made by the State Executive Board, he may then bring the matter 
before the National Board. 

A member representative from each Klavern will 
sit on the State Executive Board. This member representative will 
be. selected 1 by the Exalted Cyclops, of the particular Klavern and 
in practice, will usually be the Exalted Cyclops. 

State Klan officials below the rank of Vice Grand Dragon 
will be selected by a delegation whose membership will be 
composed of the Exalted Cyclops from each Klavern and two member 
representatives from each Klan who are to be appointed by 
their Exalted Cyclops. 

The Grand Dragon and Vice Grand Dragon will be 
appointed on the national level and the Grand Dragon will have 
no powers of appointment. Klavern officials will be elected 
by the Klavern membership. 

The State of Ohio was divided, into four regional 
Klan sections. Each regional section will have at least one 
Great Titan and at least one Kleagle, although, heavily 
populated areas may have more than one Great Titan and Kleagle. 

The four regional Klan sections in Ohio are irregular portions of 
the State that are roughly equivalent to the Northeastern, 
Northwestern, Southeastern and Southwestern sections of Ohio.
